The  NEWARK  HOUSING  AlilHORnY  (NHA>  last  year  tossed  out  aU  of  its  antiquated  personal  print¬ 
ers  and  replaced  them  with  80  high-powered  Xerox  Corp.  4520  network  printers  running  on  a 
new  40Ouser  LAN.  “The  capital  investment  is  much  lower  this  way,”  says  Johnson  Abraham,  as¬ 
sistant  executive  director  of  the  NHA  in  Newark,  N  J.  “Also,  maintenance  is  much  easierwhen 
you  have  only  80  printers  rather  than  400  printers.  And  we  save  floor  space.” 

The  NHA,  which  shifted  its  printer  strategy  during  an  overhaul  of  the  agency’s  network,  is 
among  the  many  organizations  that  are  embracing  the  idea  of  sharing  powerful  high-end  laser 
prmters  on  networks  rather  than  giving  each  employee  a  dedicated  printer. 

One  reason  for  the  interest  in  networking  is  the  lower  hardware  cost  Users  and  analysts  say 
that  even  though  network  printers  cost  more  on  a  per-unit  basis  than  desktop  printers,  it  costs  less  to-share 
a  handful  of  them  than  to  give  everyone  a  personal  printer.  Users  also  report  that  maintenanrp  and  man¬ 
agement  are  easier  when  printing  is  consolidated  at  the  network
